The counterfeiting career of 
Benjamin Franklin Gibson came 
to a dead end today when he 
was sentenced by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
to five years in prison. 

After trying for 10 years to 
develop a way of making coins 
Gibson, a 33-year-old welder, 
finally succeeded, only to be 
caught before he could cash in. 
He fashioned a plaster mold of 
a genuine 50-cent piece, bear- 
ing Ben Franklin's likeness, 
then cast counterfeits in lead.

Gibson found a man willing to 
pay $500 for 4000 of the lead 
coins, but collected only a $2 
token payment before he was 
arrested Oct. 12. Secret Serv-

The future of hydrogen bomb tests and of the 
whole atomic arms race may be uncertain, but 
there was good news of the highest order this 
week from United Nations headquarters. After 
months of deliberation, the representatives of 82 
countries unanimously approved the statute cre- 
ating an international atomic energy agency. 

This means that just. about every nation ex- 
cept Communist China, which was not invited, 
has now joined in a common effort to develop 
atomic energy on an international level and for 
peaceful purposes. 

Many more months will be required before 
the documents can be ratified, an organizing 
board set up, and a functioning agency estab- 
lished at the Vienna headquarters. But certainly 
James J. Wadsworth, the American representa- 
tive, did not exaggerate when he said that this 
moment might be one of those great turning 
points of history. 

The atomic agency is the outgrowth of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s notable ‘“atoms-for-peace” 
plea before the U.N. in December 1953. He 
based that plea on a great creative idea—the 
idea that atoms-for-peace ought not to wait on 
atdmic disarmament by the great powers, which 
has been so difficult to agree on, but could and 
should proceed independently. © 

Disarmament remains a long-term objective, 
as it must be; but meanwhile the atomic agency 
can act as a broker and banker for the supply 
of fissionable materials and skills to countries 
that are anxious to harness the atom for peace- 
ful uses. Necessarily the work will be on a small 
scale at first. But a beginning is a beginning. 

Some may regret the fact that the agency is 
not to be directly under United Nations auspices. 
Yet it will shave a close relationship to the U.N., 
to be defined later by its governing board, and 
we hope it will develop in time into something 
very like the other U.N. specialized agencies. 

The fears of India and other “have-not” na- 
tions that the agency might control their na- 
tional economies have been allayed, we hope, by 
the compromise control section. The agency is 
to have full power to inspect atomic installations 
of beneficiary countries, but not, as first pro- 
posed, complete control of all nuclear by-prod- 
ucts, Instead it can require that such by-products 
be used for peaceful purposes only and that “ex- 
cess” materials be returned to its custody. 


India accepted this compromise, said that na- 
tion’s delegate, as a “provisional” measure pend- 
ing general agreement on the outlawing of nu- 
clear weapons. Here is a word of warning that 
atomic disarmament is absolutely essential to 
the full flowering of atoms-for-peace. As the 
new agency comes into being, the great powers 
face more than ever a solemn obligation to ne- 
gotiate for fully safeguarded, internationally in- 
spected and enforced atomic disarmament.

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New Peak for C.O.L. 


The September cost-of-living index will be 
regarded as politically advantageous to the Dem- 
ocrats and disadvantageous to the Republicans. 
The national index reached a new all-time high 
at 117.1, and the St. Louis index was even high- 
er at 118.1. ' 

President Eisenhower has already given his 
answer to criticism of the current trend. He 
says living costs have risen Jess than 3 per cent 
during his Administration, but “soared almost 
50 per cent in the last 7 years of their (Demo- 
cratic) Administration.” 

It is quite true that the cost of living went up 
sharply between 1946 and 1952. But according 
to the consumer price index of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, the rise was 36 per cent, not 
“almost 50 per cent.” And it is only fair to note 
that all of the rise took place in two periods— 
first, between 1946 and 1948, at a time when 
Congress had insisted, over President Truman's 
objection, on throwing off wartime inflation con- 
trols; and second, during the Korean war. 

When wartime conditions or accumulated civil- 
ian shortages due to war have been absent, the 
cost of living has remained fairly stable—under 
both Democratic and Republican Administra- 
tions. Thus in 1949 the consumer price index 
actually went down one point to 101.8, and in 
1950 it continued to fall until the Korean war 
broke out. 

Most of the Korean war rise took place in 
1951, slacking off in 1952 and virtually leveling 
off at 114.4 after the truce was signed in 1953. 

As Mr. Eisenhower says, the over-all increase 
during his Administration has been less than 3 
per cent, which is not too serious. What worries 
some people, however, is that the increase this 
year has been the largest of any Eisenhower 
year, bringing the index to its present peak. 
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Salute to the Eucalyptus 

- Consider the eucalyptus. In Rome a distin- 
guished group of some 70 specialists from 23 
countries has gathered for no other purpose, and 
is devoting the entire last half of October to it.

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Money Missouri Should Get 

Missouri voters should remember that they 
will be putting money in their pockets on Nov, 
6 if they approve the third of the three pro- 
posed amendments to the State Constitution. 
This is the amendment which would permit the 
State Treasurer to put idle state funds in in- 
terest-bearing bank accounts or to invest them 
in short-term Treasury notes, 

This should add between $500,000 and $1,000,- 
000 a year to the state’s income—$500,000 to 
$1,000,00 to help cover expenses now met by 
taxation. 

While the amount varies from time to time, 
Missouri generally has about $100,000,000 on 
hand for meeting payrolls and bills of various 
kinds. As the law now stands, these funds must 
be kept in demand accounts. 

The Federal Reserve Act and the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation law forbid the 
payment of interest on such deposits. Further, 
the Missouri Constitution states that no state 
bank may pay interest rates in excess of those 
permitted by federal law—which in the case 
of demand deposits means no interest at all. 

So, since the adoption of the federal rules 
in 1933, Missouri has not been profiting by these 
deposits. But the banks which hold the money 
generally put it into short-term federal securi- 
ties paying about 2.25 per cent interest. They are 
making a profit on the state’s money which the 
state itself is forbidden to make. Obviously this 
should be changed. 

Missouri's idle funds are kept in 262 banks 
in 90 of the state’s 114 counties. (This figure, 
too, may vary somewhat from time tg time.) 
About 80 per cent of the money generally is 
in St. Louis banks, and more than 50 per cent 
of it is deposited in just three banks: the Cen- 
tral Missouri Trust Co. of Jefferson City, the 
Commerce Trust Co. of Kansas City and .the 
Bank of St. Louis. 

Since the deposits are profitable, there is al- 
ways a temptation to bankers to contribute to 
campaign chests or to favor politicians in other 
ways to insure that some of the idle funds will 
be placed in their banks. That this business is 
attractive was shown clearly enough when the 
Missouri Bankers Association urged that the 
state be permitted to earn interest on only part 
of its funds. 

Good management may suggest that some 
money always be in demand deposits, but this 
sum should be held to a minimum. The law 
should not continue to tempt bankers to get 
into politics for their direct gain. 

More importantly the state should receive 
interest on its own money. Missouri is not so 
revenue-rich that it cannot use this extra in- 
come. And the voters can make it available for 
state purposes by voting for the correcting 
amendment.

For its hospitality to a friend of 
freedom, the university now deserves to par- 
take in the honor which has come to its dis- 
tinguished guest.

Lloyd Morey, president emeritus of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, who succeeded Orville E. 
Hodge as State Auditor at Springfield, has been 
working with might and main to find out just 
how much the faithless official stole from the 
taxpayers and, insofar as an interim auditor can 
learn, what went with the money. 

Auditor Morey is now ready to report on 
what appears to be the total of the lootings. He 
says that Hodge—through his fake check scheme 
and with the help of a crooked banker—took 
$1,429,407. Of this he hurriedly returned $528,- 
880 in July after his looting became public 
knowledge through the press. P 

Subtract $528,880 from $1,429,407 and the re- 
mainder is $900,527—Hodge's theft less the 
partial restoration. Auditor Morey expects 
Hodge’s assets—the Fort Lauderdale apartment 
hotel, etc.—to reduce the $900,527 substantially 
when they are sold and mortgages are paid off. 
The prospect, however, is that these assets may 
fall as much as $300,000 short of squaring ac- 
counts. 

Orville Hodge was supposed to be a wealthy 
man. Since that was the excuse as to why no 
fellow official took note of his spendthrift hab- 
its, it may be presumed that some of these assets 
were not acquired with his loot from the State of 
Illinois. 

If that is so, then the big question still re- 
mains—what did Hodge do with the money, at 
any rate, with a large part of it? Who got it 
and why? 
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As One Who Knows 


Generals, admirals and air men, Senators and 
Representatives, military commentators and in- 
dustrialists have charged that national defense 
is far from what it should be. Added to this 
chorus is an authoritative voice that has been 
heard before—that of Trevor Gardner. A long- 
time Republican, he served 11 months as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Air Force for Research and 
Development, resigning that office last Febru- 
ary in disgust. He now says he is going to vote 
“the straight Democratic ticket.” 

Mr. Gardner, an engineer and industrialist of 
high standing, bluntly told a congressional in- 
vestigating committee last spring why he quit 
the post for which President Eisenhower had 
drafted him. The Administration's budgetary 
policy “would not permit the United States to 
remain superior to the Soviet Union in air 
power.” A penny-pinching policy would guar- 
tee America a “second best air force.” Appar- 
ently Mr. Gardner wants to make it very clear 
that he believes national defense would fare 
much better under a Democratic administration.

But when some 
problem troubles the world someone al- 
ways says take it to the U.N,

foreign ground that is not foreign to 
the United States, or to any other mem- 
ber country, is mostly of the Suez 
Canal and of atoms. 


The United Nations, an international 
agency but not a super-government, can- 
not force a settlement = either of these

related problems. atom 
ference, indeed, is 
not a U.N. confer- 
ence at all. It is a 
meeting for which 
the U.N. furnishes 
facilities and 
which may result 
in an international 
atomic agency that 
will wish to re- 
port to the United Nations General 
Assembly, to the United Nations Eco- 
nomic and Social Council or, on oc- 
casion, to the Security Council. 


But all concerned, all the 81 nations 
that have been represented at the atomic 
meeting, feel a little more secure about 
the project because it is architecturally 
and otherwise inside this plot of ground 
on the East River. 

The United Nations cannot of itself 
solve the problem of Suez. It does how- 
ever, provide a forum of unimpeachable 
ueutrality in which both sides or all 
sides to the controversy can be heard; 
it can, if all parties are willing, inves- 
tigate with complete impartiality; it can 
suggest a solution or several alternative 
solutions; it can provide the technical 
and secretarial assistance without which 
the arguments might be nothing but a 
wild shouting in the desert. 

As we look back over the U.N.’s 11- 
year record we perceive that in Korea 
and in some other less tragic cases it 
has been able to do infinitely more 
than the League of Nations, which 
starved to death in a welter of good 


con- 


intentions. The United Nations recently, 
under the cannily devoted leadership 


‘of Secretary General Dag Hammar- 


skjold, has kept at least a precarious 
and often threatened peace between 
Israel and her Arab neighbors. 


When this peace is mocked the Sec- 
retary General says so. The U.N. has 
been open at all times to complaints 
against the activities of states in alleged 
violation of the Charter. 

Through one agency or another it 
has dealt with the whole economic 
and social life of the world, with human 
rights, with the problem of refugees, 
with the administration. of trusteeships 
and of non-self-governing territories. 


Through one agency or another it 
has been a scientific and informative in- 
fluence over a vast area of human life. 
Through the so-called specialized agen- 
cies, affiliated with it but not part of it, 
it has helped to organize world civiliza- 
tion in food production, finance, health, 
trade and communications. 

The U.N. is no worker of miracles. 
It has no ready answers except through 
its appeal to humanity’s desire for peace 
and to principles of justice which all 
member nations have at least in words 
accepted. The structures on the East 
River do not constitute a world capital 
as Rome once did. No orders issue 
from them. No legions march. 

If politics walks and whispers in 
the U.N.’s corridors, this is not too bad 
a sign, for politics never comes except 
where some kind of power is, and in 
spite of its constitutional powerlessness 
at this inoment the United Nations is 
a center of moral and intellectual force. 

If we read of verbal conflict in the 
Security Council or in the atomic con- 
ference or, in November, in the General 
Assembly, we need not be alarmed. 

This is a substitute for battle. This 
is a kind of ideological bloodshed that 
leaves no orphans and widows and lays 
no city waste. 

Inside U.N.’s walls and inside the 
Charter which they symbolize, all men 
are equal and all nations have inalien- 
able rights. 

Let us read the news from U.N. In 
this light. We have had the apocalyptic 
nightmare, but here, taking slow shape, 
in spite of the imperfections of men 
and nations, is a happier dream. 


Nixon on

I chanced to be traveling with Vice 
President Nixon when he addressed 
himself to the race question in the 
South. He had several times said that 
the test of earnestness on this question 
was whether a candidate spoke on the 
problem in the South itself. 


He told the correspondents traveling 
with him that when he got. to the South, 
he would deal with school integration 
in no uncertain terms.- His first South- 
ern audience was in Oklahoma City. He 
did not mention the Negro or integra- 
tion there that day. Later he addressed 
a large rally in Houston, Tex. Not a 
word on the touchy subject. 

The next morning in Houston he held 
a press conference. The first question 
asked was whether he was or ever 
had been a member of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. (The are-you-now-or- 
have-you-ever-been-a-member etc. formu- 
lation is the one customarily used by 
congressional committees inquiring 
about subversive connections. In the 
South, the N.A.A.C.P. is widely held to 
be a Communist organization, though it 
has never been anything of the sort.) 

The question was plainly one that 
Nixon expected: he may well have 
asked to have it asked. Anyway, he 
said he was delighted it had. been put 
and that he wished to say that he was 
indeed a member of the N.A.A.C.P.— 
at any rate, an honorary member. He

went on to make quite a stout defense 
of the organization and its principles. 
(Editor’s: note: The N.A.A.C.P. says it 
has no “honorary” memberships. ) 


He was asked, of course, why he had 
chosen a press conference, held only a 
few minutes before he was to fly out of 
Texas, rather than the public platform 
for the issuance of this news. 


Had he told a political audience in 
Houston that he belonged to the N.A.A. 
C.P. there would have been an imme- 
diate uproar—no violence, in all prob- 
ability, but certainly a good deal of 
audible disapproval. Also, he was be- 
ing entertained that evening by wealthy 
white Houstonians. He would have 
been the death of the party if he had 
come to it after taking a militant stand 
on integration. At a press conference, 
he could be sure, no one would boo. 


There is no doubt as to what Nixon 
and the Republicans are up to. They 
know their chances of winning the 
Southern states this year are small. 
They want the Negro vote in the large 
Northern cities. At the same time, 
they don’t wish to cause any unpleas- 
antness. Eisenhower and Nixon get 
along well with the kind of people 
who entertain them in places like Hous- 
ton, and they don’t wish to be rude 
guests. Tact and political necessity are 
reconciled in ‘a boast about N.A.A.C.P. 
membership at an airport press confer- 
ence a few minutes before t time, 


Between Book Ends 


Making of the Soviet Man 
SOVIET RUSSIAN NATIONALISM, by frederick C. 

Barghoorn. (Oxford University Press, 330 pgs., $7.) 

Frederick Barghoorn, formerly United 
States Press Attache in Moscow, a 
now professor at Yale University, con- 
vincingly points up the complexities 
of the problems Soviet leaders have 
faced in holding together a multi- 
national state by an ideology which is 
international and even supranational. 
Soviet policies have been full of mis- 
judgments, inner contradictions and 
failures, but, in 
broad historical 
perspective, regis- 
ter many achieve- 
ments. With only 
one half of the 
Soviet population 
of Russian nation- 
ality, it has been 
a difficult task to 
further the varied 
cultures of fellow 
Slavs, Germans, 
Jews, Baltic peo- 
ples and Asians of 
various languages 
and religions. 

Lenin wished to 
preserve the multinational character 
of the Czarist Empire, rather than split 
it up into many states, because he 
wanted a Communist Party that was 
centralistic. According to his theory, 
each ethnic group of the old Empire 
would have the right of self-determina- 
tion to the point of separate independ- 
ence. But disciplined Bolsheviks would 
not exercise this right to “divorce” 
from comrades of different nationali- 
ties. In ‘practice, the non-Russian peo- 
ples kept within the new Soviet state 
were those whose temporary govern- 
ments were defeated by the Bolsheviks 
in the Civil War of 1918-1921. 

The Soviet state is international be- 
cause its dominant ideology still claims 
eventual adoption by the whole world. 
The claim that many cultures can live 
together peaceably is an important 
element of Communist propaganda. 

The Soviet leaders can afford to 
patronize local nationalism because they 
are seeking to supplant it by a higher 
and more integrating loyalty called 
“Soviet patriotism.” This supranational 
ideology Barghoorn sees as a compound 
of “traditional Great Russian national- 
ism, elements of Western universalist 
Marxism, and, most important of all, a 
system of rationalizations of the politi- 
cal order which has taken shape in the- 
Soviet Union since 1917.” 


The Soviet system in the end tends 
to reduce nationalist tensions. Con- 
vinced Communists put party loyalty 
above all else. The multinational 
enemies of the regime hate each other 
less than they do the Kremlin. 

The material and educational prog- 
ress of the non-European nationalities 
has been more rapid than that of the 
Great Russians. The result, concludes 
Professor Barghoorn, “has been to in- 
crease the power of the Soviet Union 
as a whole rather than to foster local 
interests.” 

How much of the new Soviet national- 
ism unconsciously revives Czarist Rus- 
sian traits is still a guess. Perhaps the 
old “Nationality, autocracy, and ortho- 
doxy” now appear as “Soviet man,” 
“democratic centralism,” and “party 
loyalty.” HAROLD E. HEYE.,

The United 
States and its allies would have 
the right to take the position 
that the violator of the agree- 
ment has committed an act 
which was preliminary to war, 
like mobilizing on the frontier 
of a country, and that counter- 
measures, collectively if pos- 
| sible, singly if necessary, were 
| justified. 
| The reply to a violation 
would not be, it seems to me, 
anything so tame as Gov. Ste- 
'venson’s suggestion that our 
own testing be resumed, Nor 
would it be anything so abject

plain that we had lost the race 
of armaments. 

What would happen is that 

the violation of an agreement 
of this critical character would 
precipitate either war or sanc- 
tions that were the very near- 
| est thing to war. 
An international treaty to 
| suspend the testing of bombs 
big enough to be detected 
abroad, big enough therefore to 
pollute the air. abroad, would— 
|if it were properly negotiated— 
stand no greater chance of be- 
ing violated than many of our 
other agreements—for example 
the agreement which enables us 
to stay in West Berlin. 

Like those agreements it 
would be observed unless the 
Soviet Union decided to start 
the third world war. And if the 
Soviet Union decided to do that, 
it will not start the war by 
testing an experimental bomb. 
It will start it by using the 
proven bombs it already has.

Possum Trot Farm 


A New Saddle Horse 
To Replace Old Mare 


By Leonard Hall 


OMETIMES 1 think it is too bad that turtles and 
G stepnants don’t make useful and practical pets; for 

certainly one of the sad things about owning ani- 
mals of which you grow fond is that their life spans 
are so short. Among 
our first acquisitions 
when we came 
Possum Trot 10 years 
ago were our saddle 
mares, Daisy and 
Ribbon. We didn't 
think too much about 
their ages; Daisy was 
perhaps eight years 
old and we knew 
that Ribbon wag at 
least “sweet aix- 
teen.” Both had 
qualities we wanted 
and both were rea- 
sonably priced by 
their former owners. 
Daisy is a beautiful- 
ly made animal, gen- 
tle yet with plenty 
of spirit, just the 
right size for Gin- 
nie; a bright bay 
Ribbon, a rather dark 
sorrel with light mane and tail, is more stockily built 
to carry her master’s 180 pounds and had been well 
trained as a stock horse, one of the tasks for which 
we use both animals. In those early days we talked 


one 


: many times about the possibility of breeding both 


mares and raising a pair of colts. But somehow we 
always felt that there were too many other chores 
pressing, that by the time the colts were old enough 
to break and ride we might be too old to ride them, 
and that—one way or another — Daisy and Ribbon 
would last us out. But the years slip by and, although 
Daisy is as spunky as ever, Ribbon is growing old. 
Her natural gait is a rack, which is hard on an ani- 
mal’s knees, and finally she is growing stiff and losing 
her wind so that she puffs hard on the hills. And the 
worst of this is that we realize now we might have 
raised a pair of fine saddle horses—or even & half- 
dozen of them—if we'd just started in time. The old- 
est ones, moreover, would be just the right age to 
carry us through the next aaa _— 


LATELY WE’VE DECIDED that it is time for Rib- 
bon to retire to pasture, though she'll undoubtedly 
carry Ricky through another summer or two until he 
needs something that can go at a hard gallop. We've 
looked at several animals, but none of them so far 
have suited—or else they've been priced out of rea- 
son which, for a drouth-area farmer, isn’t very high. 
We aren't at all interested in gaited horses, nor yet in 
the highly trained cutting horses which are the pres- 
ent fashion among the young fellows in our country- 
side. The former are of little use for such practical 
farm work as driving the cattle, while the latter are 
so highly specialized that they're of little use as pleas- 
ure animals. * 


* 

WE WERE DISCUSSING this problem one evening 
a month or so ago with our friend Buck Hornkohl of 
the Forest Service, who had dropped in for a visit. 
His face lit up as he said that maybe he had just the 
solution for their problem. Like all foresters who 
have put in time on the western National Forests, 
Buck is an expert horseman; and during the years 
when his youngsters were ereweng up, there was 4l- 
ways a horse in the family. In fact, the Hornkohls 
aia what we should have done; kept a mare and raised 
and trained a colt, which we remembered quite well. 
Now the Hornkohl youngsters are grown; Mark and 
Owen married and gone, Mary any | away at college 
and Jim at the School of Mines in Rolla, where Buck 
and Doris live. One horse named Cricket—the colt 
we remembered—still remained in the family and bs 
farmed out to pasture with no one to ride him. I 
we'd find a trailer and come over, we were welcome 
to try out Cricket and use him in return for giving 
him a home. ‘

NEVER ONE to look a gift horse in the mouth, I 
started trying to locate a trailer, byt the weeks slipped 
by without one turning up. Last Sunday afternoon we 
came home from a short visit in the neighborhood to 
see a car and horse trailer standing in the driveway. 
I thought at first that it must be a fellow from down 
the road who owns a scraggly steer which we've been 
entertaining at Possum Trot for several weeks. This 
long-legged fellow seems to like the provender here, 
for often as we turn him out and drive him down the 
highway, he comes right back and jumps the hest 
place he can find in the fence and is found next day 
grazing peacefully with our cattle. A moment later, 
however, I looked up toward the barn and there came 
Buck and Doris and Cricket. They'd decided it was 
time for a visit—and it was, because we hadn't seen 
Doris for four years—had located a trailer and 
brought Cricket along with them. He's a big, gentle 
fellow; a sorrel of about Ribbon's color but with dark 
auburn mane and tail. He is also fond of people and 
will reach out when you aren't looking and nuzzle 
your neck without biting, which is more than our 
Daisy will do. We brought him down to the stable for 
a feed of oats, then turned him out to search for his 
new comrades, wondering whether they'd greet him in 
friendly fashion after having shared their pastures 
with no other horse for al] these years.

WHEN WE TURNED HIM OUT the mares were 
nowhere in sight, but we were sure his nose would 
take him first to water at the pond, then down to the 
bottom field where Ribbon and Daisy generally graze. 
Early this morning we went hiking out to the back of 
the farm with a half-dozen carrots. At first we couldn't 
find the horses, for they'd gone to water. But as we 
started back, we came upon them. Daisy and Ribbon 
were close beside each other, as always. But Cricket 
was not far away and was first to come up to Ginnie 
for his tidbit. And it was plain that, although the 
mares weren't taking him immediately into the inner 
circle, there were no hard feelings among the three of 
them. Just what we'll do about Ribbon when we go 
riding now is hard to say. I suppose that if we're just 
hacking about the farm, we'll let her go along. When 
it comes time to drive the cattle, however, I expect 
she'll be pretty sad about being left at home.

ARSH reality, the forees of 
reaction, ever beset the se- 
rious artist.

Removing Partitions. 


HEN you start figuring 
\W ways to improve the inter- 

ior design of the old home- 
Stead there is sure to be a 
partition that you wish wasn't. 
This being the case, you then 
begin to wonder if the house 
will fall down should that parti- 
tion be knocked out. 


And that depends on what 
sort of a partition you are deal- 
ing with. Some interior parti- 
tions in a house are load- 
bearing and these cannot be re- 
moved unless a beam or steel 
girder is used to carry the 
weight. Load-bearing partitions 
run at right angles to the ceil- 
ing joists. The non-load bearing 
partitions run in the same di- 
rection as the ceiling joists. 


In almost all cases you can 
knock out a partition running in 
the same direction as the ceil- 
ing joists without the least bit 
of difficulty. And there are also 
many partitions running at right 
angies to the ceiling joists that 
can -also be removed without 
trouble. Closet walls, for ex- 
ample, can often be eliminated. 

Short walls located close to 
outside walls or long interior 
walls can often go without dif- 
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ficulty. But to play safe, decide 
first on which walls you'd like 
to take down and then call in a 
eontractor or carpenter and lect 
him make the final check. ° 
Removing the wall itself is 
not difficult. The best method 
is to cut through the plaster 
and lath on the sides with an 
old saw, saw off the ends of 
the studding at top and bottom 
and then remove the entire sec- 
tion of wall in one or two panels. 
This makes far less mess than 
knocking off the plaster, taking 
down the lath and then remov- 
ing the studding piece by piece.

| Asking Why | Teen-Agers Opposed to Curfew Laws 


They Think Coming-Home Time Is Up to Parents or Themselves; Their Views on Proper Hours 


By Eugene Gilbert 


N overwhelming majority of 
the nation’s teen-agers are 
opposed to curfew laws that 
would make them be home at a 
certain hour of the night. In- 
stead, they have some pretty 
definite ideas of their own on 
when they should report in. 
“We don’t want to be told by 
law when we have to be home 
from a date,” was the general 
reaction our interviewers en- 
countered in a survey of some 
90 cities and towns that current- 
ly do not have a teen-age cur- 
few. 


They felt that on weekends 
and during vacations, 14 to 15 
year olds should be home by 
11:30 from ordinary dates, and 
by 12:30 at the latest on spe- 
cial occasions. For 16 and 17 
year olds they figured a 1:30 
o'clock homecoming would be 
all right for special occasions. 
Most young people 18 to 21 
years old thought they should 
be permitted to use their own 
discretion about returning home. 

Curfew laws, common in co- 
lonial America, have been re- 
vived in dozens of cities in an 
attempt to break up youth 
gangs and curb juvenile delin- 
quency. 

Some officials credit them 
with reducing juvenile crime 
by as much as 25 per cent, but 
our interviewers quickly learned 
that curfew rings no bells with 
the nation’s teen-agers. 

Our question was: “Do you 
favor a curfew law for teen- 
agers in your town?” 

No, answered a whopping 79 
per cent. Only 16 per cent fa- 
vored the curfew idea and 5 
per cent had not made up their 
minds.

ELDOM have the nation’s 

teen-agers been so close to 

unanimity on a subject con- 
cerning their behavior. Many of 
the answers showed a degree of 
indignation, even belligerency, 
not noted in previous surveys 
made by our organization. Sev- 
eral compared curfew to treat- 
ing teen-agers like “citizens of 
an occupied enemy country.” 
Others delivered scorching sal- 
vos against advocates of cur- 
few laws and argued that they 
undermine a youngster’s self 
respect and confidence in him- 
self. 

In general, teen-agers op- 
posed to curfew regarded it 
as unwarranted government in- 
fringement on their freedom 


Teeners’ Ideas of Weekend Homecoming Hours 
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and on the rights and duties of 
their parents. 


“It’s up to the individual par- 
ents and their children to de- 
cide when the boy or girl 
should arrive home,” said a 17- 
year-old boy. “Some kids I 
know are mature enough to 
make their own decisions on 
when they ought to be home, 
and others have to be told by 
their folks. And what's wrong 
with that? Every person is dif 
ferent from everyone else.” 


But the general unpopularity 
of the curfew idea does nb6t 
mean that most teen-agers want 
to become night owls. 


Our survey showed that on 
the whole young people want to 
be regulated by their parents 
in matters of dating privileges. 
Many, in fact, complained that 
their parents did not take suf- 
ficient interest in the social life 
of their offspring. 


“Parents these days don’t 
seem to care where or with 
whom their kids are spending 
their time,” complained a Ne- 
vada girl. “There is going to be 
a brand new crop of delinquents 


and adult neurotics if they con- 
tinue acting so uninterested in 
their teen-aged children.” 

The survey showed that 53 
per cent of the high school boys 
and girls were allowed to date 
on week nights. Of these, only 
one out of four had to be home 
at a specific time, although most 
were put on their honor to 
exercise common sense.

EEK night dating is a post 
W war development among the 

teen-aged set. A survey 
made 12 years ago showed that 
only 30 per cent were allowed 
to go out on school nights, and 
of these, 75 per cent had a des- 
ignated hour when they had to 
be home. 

A Minneapolis girl reached 
the same conclusion on the 
basis of personal statistics. 

“My older sisters,” she told 
us, “never could go out during 
the week. My parents wouldn't 
let them. But I am allowed to 
go out any time I want to, as 
long as I am in by 11:30 and 
my marks don’t go down.” 

A 15-year-old Newton, Mass., 
girl commented that “a person 


18 to 21 is old enough to get 
married and raise a family. 
Surely she should be allowed 
to stay out as late as she 
chooses.” 

A college sophomore in Michi- 
gan brought up another angle: 
“I go to school over 1000 miles 
away from my home. The col- 
lege gives me a lot of leeway. 
If I'm old enough to leave my 
home for months at a time, why 
shouldn't I be considered old 
enough to return from a date 
anytime I deem sensible?” 

Where do teen-agers go on a 
date? 


To the movies, answered three 
out of five interviewed. 

“It’s the easiest thing to think 
of,” said a Duluth boy. “Besides, 
you don’t have to bother to 
make conversation all evening. 
Believe ne, it’s tough to talk 
to a strange girl for hours. At 
least seeing a picture together 
gives you something to discuss 
over a soda afterwards.” 

As for what is commonly 
termed “parking,” few teen- 
agers say they approve of it, 
but 80 per cent of the boys and 
65 per cent of the girls admit

Blackwood convention found out 
that his partner had two aces 
and a king, he knew that the 
side had 13 tricks at hearts—12 
top cards and either a spade 
ruff in dummy or a club ruff in 
declarer’s hand. At rubber 
bridge, therefore, South would 
clearly be content to bid a 
grand slam in hearts. 

But at duplicate the 10 extra 
points scored for bidding the 
grand slam in no-trump might 
easily be rewarded by several 
extra juicy match points. South 
reasoned that his thirteenth 
trick at no-trump could easily 
be forthcoming through a spade 
break or a finesse or a squeeze 
or something. So South bid 
the grand slam in no-trump. 

West opened the club queen 
and South won with the king. 
When South found out the 
spades didn't break he had to 
decide whether to try to squeeze 
West between spades and dia- 
monds or spades and clubs. The 
latter seemed far more likely 
on the opening lead. The suc- 
cessful technique involved cash- 
ing the ace-king of diamonds 
before running all the squeeze 
cards in hearts. When the dia- 
mond queen didn’t appear, de- 
clarer knew he had to keep the 
club eight in dummy and throw 
diamonds. West, helpless, had 
to throw two clubs to keep his 
spade stopper and the thirteenth 
trick was made with dummy’s 
club eight.

WILMINGTON, Del. 

HAVE been campaigning so 

actively that it seemed almost 

strange to go back to my reg- 
ular work for the American As- 
sociation for the United Na- 
tions in my journey up to Ver- 
mont on Monday as a part of 
the Association's United Nations 
Week celebration. 

The transition was not as dif- 
ficult as I thought it might be, 
however, and 1 found myself 
enjoying a non-political meet- 
ing of high school children in 
the afternoon and a large rally 
at the Bradford (Vt.) High 
School in the evening. 

The weather had not been 
kind. I waited three hours be- 
fore my plane got off in the 
morning, and I had to return 
on a night train instead of 
flying.

I WENT to Barnard College 
at noon Tuesday to speak at a 
political assembly, where Jacob 
K. Javits, Republican candidate 
to the United States Senate 
from New York state, also 
spoke. 

It was amusing to read of the 
strong plea to remove the Israel 
issue from politics made by 
Javits at a dinner in memory of 
Louis D. Brandeis, former jus- 
tice of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

How the Israel issue might be 
divorced from politics at the 
present time I find it difficult 
to envision, for what happened 
on this problem before 1953 
certainly will be attributed to 
the Democrats and what hap- 
pened since, to the Republicans.

I DON’T THINK either the 
Democrats or the Republicans 
can claim a clean bill of health 
for wisdom and courage in our 
policy toward Israel, For there 
always has been a group of ca- 
reer men in our State Depart- 
ment that honestly believes it 
is more important, at any cost, 
for us to stay on the side of 
the Arab nations because of the 
importance of oil interests in 
those countries to Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The question of what really 
is right or wrong, I believe, 
hardly enters into their think- 
ing. It is traditional to remain 
friendly to the Arab nations 
because of these oil interests; 
everything else is secondary. 
So, whichever political party has 
been in power, these influences 
have been paramount in the 
State Department. 

It is-not a case of partisan 
policy but rather a strong de- 
sire to keep oil on its way to 
Great Britain and the United 
States from the Near East.
